The a d jo u rn m en t had been p r e ­ 
arran g ed a m o n g the leaders and 
while th ere was some opposition 
expressed by som e who w anted to 
continue in rig h t session and begin 
balloting for president, there was 
no organized opposition to the a d ­ 
journm ent. 
Speeches 
nom inating 
candidates and seconding 
c a n d i­ 
dates already in nom ination took 
up the whole d a y ’s .-«.-sion. 
As a re>ult, a tedious succession 
of 
nom inating 
and 
seeifnding 
«•peeches was broken 
into 
by a 
dem onstration by the MeAdoo peo­ 
ple in an effort to convince the re­ 
m ainder of the convention that the 
Issue of religious liberty could not 
successfully be raised against their 
candidate. 
The dem onstration was started 
by J. F. T. O'Connor of North D a­ 
kota, sent to the platform by the 
MeAdoo cap tain s to m ake an a d ­ 
dress quoting a declaration by Mr. 
MeAdoo, at a St. P atrick's day cel­ 
ebration, that all c re e d ' and races 
should 
have equal opportunity. 
The challenge was taken up im ­ 
m ediately by the Sm ith delegates. 
Mrs. Carroll Miller of Pittsburgh, 
taking the platform to second the 
nom iuation of the New York gov­ 
ernor, devoted most of her speech 
for a plea against discrim ination 
against her candidate because of 
his religion. 
Sm ith 
supporters 
cheered her to the echo and a f te r ­ 
w ard started a parade around the 
hall. 
Except for the ru m p u s over the 


klan issue, th e day's succession of 
n o m in atin g and seconding sp eech ­ 
es was alm ost featureless. 
S u p ­ 
porters fo G overnor Silzer of New 
.jersey, staged a 
long, 
carefully 
planned d em o n stratio n for 
him, 
i»ut it did not involve m any of the 
delegates, and a dem onstration for 
Ja m es M. Cox of Ohio, lasted only 
long t nough for the delegates to 
pay personal trib u te to the party 
stan d ard b earer of four years ago. 
Pausing in the midst of the b it­ 
t e r contentions of its favorites of 
the hour, the convention united to ­ 
day’ 
in a 
colorful 
tribute to 
its 
fighting leadership of the past. 
W hile a band in a far gallery 
played “Should 
Auld 
A cquaint­ 
ances Be F o rg o t” delegates from 
every State stood on their ch airs 
an d cheered the n a m e of Jam es M. 
Cox of Ohio, the party's standard 
b e are r in the desperate and dis­ 
astrous battle of fo u r years ago. 
It was a personal tribute, u n o r­ 
ganized an d 
unguided, conveying 
the g ratitu d e of th e dem ocracy for 
th e aggressive tight of the fo rm er 
Ohio governor to stem the mighty 
republican tide of 1920. 
Ohio led in the dem onstration, 
w hich lasted for a q u arter of an 
h o u r a fte r Mr. Cox’s name had 
been placed in nom ination for the 
presidency by Newton 
I). Baker, 
President W ilson’s w ar-tim e secre­ 
tary of w ar, who himself received 
a 
w arm -h earted 
welcome 
and 
aroused repeated applause by his 
praise for tlie Wilson policies and 
the League of Nations. 
But a m o m en t later the d ele­ 
gates returned 
to 
thei, 
rivalries 
o ver MeAdoo and Smith with m ore 
dem o n stratio n s and

Democrats are seeking a candidate 
on whom can he hung a phrase 
still more stimulating. 
MeAdoo boosters believe the most 
effective 
campaigning 
could 
be 
done through buttons and banners 
picturing the Demo* i atic rooster, 
with arched neck and flapping 
w ings, emitting a new challenge. 
Instead of crowing "Cocka-doodle 
doo!’’ according to 
standardized 
barnyard 
formula, 
this 
rooster 
would raise the roof with ‘Me- 
A doo 11 do! McAdoo'U do!”

S un immediate counter-irritant 
to the “Keep Cool and Keep 
Coolidge" cry. pending final selec­ 
tion of a candidate, a new version 
has been started at national com­ 
mittee headquarters asking that 
the country “Keep Cool Without 
Coolidge.” 
This, however, It is realized, is 
only a stop gap. It merely tempor­ 
izes with the slogan situation., It 
is plainly defensive, not offensive, 
as a truly good slogan should be.
